A visit to Beu Blake, the colored 
barber, No. 44 Columbia street, re- 
vealed further particulars most 
which are unfit lor publication. There 
is a barn at the rear of Blake's prem 
ises whidi is rented out by the bar» 
her. 
Here the negro Butler, who has 
no home ia accustomed to come 
nights and crawl into the loft to sleep. 
Yesterday 
morning, 
about 
4:30 
o'clock, Blake was awakened as well as 
his immediate neighbors by a doleful 
howling from his dog, a fine bull 
slut, which is allowed to range in the 
yard. 
He went out and the dog' 
yelps increased in shrillness. 
Going 
to the barn, he called and the dog 
answered from the loft. Then Butler 
called and handed down the animal 
which was mutilated and bleeding 
showing but too plainly the horrible 
beastliness of which the fellow had 
been guilty. 
An inspection of the 
barn shows that it was absolutely im 
possible for the animal to gain en- 
trance thereto, much less get above 
into the loft. The negro was accus- 
tomed to get into the barn through an 
opening caused by the boards being 
torn off at an elevation as high as the 
head of a man of ordinary stature. 


Blake was highly excited on dis- 
covering the beastly act of the fellow 
Butler, and at once acquainted Lieu- 
tenant Wilkinson and Officer Bohle, 
who advised him to swear out a war- 
rant for Butler's arrest, which he did 
this morning before the mayor. Mar 
shal Falker is in search of the darkey, 
who is charged with a penitentiary 
offense.

Galton died game, walked to 
the scailoki and spoke on the gallows 
in Spanish; drop over fliee feet. Gal- 
ton dropped througli in view of the 
erowd.

CONE TO HIS MAMMA. 


Death of the Little Son of t h e 


Unfortunate Alice Oloyd—The 
Last Chapter in the Strange 
and Mysterious History. 


Our readers will remember the cir- 
cumstances of the sad fate of Alice 
Gloyd, the young girl whose death oc- 
curred at the City hospital in Decem 
ber, 1879, a few days after giving 
birth to a boy baby, and the subse- 
quent delivery of her body to the 
Broadway Medical college. The story

She was admitted to the ho» 
pital and remained there until De- 
cember, when she gave birth to 
child. A few days after delivery, the 
young mother underwent an operation 
which speedily, it is alleged, termi- 
nated in her death. She never di- 
vulged the name of the author of her 
ruin, although time and agaia urged 
to by the servants of the hospital, and 
it was not until a few hours before 
her death that she told of the where- 
abouts of her parents, and asked the 
matron to write to them for her.

days 
after 
the unfor- 
tunate woman's death, her baby 
bright little boy, was adopted by 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Moering, of 181 
Monroe street. The little fellow was 
nursed and kindly cared for by Mrs. 
Moering and her daughters, who anx- 
iously looked forward to the time 
when he might be able to return the 
kindness they manifested 
towards 
him. Their fond hopes were not reid- 
ized, however, for last Tuesday morn- 
ing the rosy cheeked boy, which he 
had grown to be, was attacked with 
convulsions and lingered in the most 
intense agony until Wednesday noon, 
when death came to his rescue, and 
as Mrs. Moering tearfully said, "He 
went to meet bis mamaoa." To Mr. 
and Mrs Moering and their daughters 
much praise is certainly due for their 
adoption and care of the little waif 
who was so early deprived of its 
mother.

Episcopal Convention. 


Yesterday's Indianapolis Times con- 
taius the following diseuaaion on 
miseionary work between the Rev. 
Mr. Webbe of this city, and the Hev- 
VSfm. Mack, of Terre Haute: 


"Hon. William Mack, of Terre 
Haute, delivered an address, instead 
of Rev. F. S. Dunham, who was ab- 
sent. 
The question of missionary 
work, he said, embraced a large fieid, 
and the laboréis were few. He liken- 
ed the work to the man who planted 
more shade trees in the spring than 
he could attend to during the season. 
Missionary work, like charity, should 
begin at home. System and organ- 
isation ia lacking in Indiana, which, 
however ia being perfected. 
The 
Christian men «houW be brought up 
to the level of the energetio women. 
The women of the Terie 
Haute 
church do most of the work. Out- 
side work should not begin until after 
the work at home ia perfected. Every 
child in the i^riahes should be 
ibrought into the «unday school. The 
Episcopal churches are doing a great 
work in Christian reformation in In- 
diana. He felt ashamed of some of 
the parishes iii the state, 
"fiev. W. K. Webbe, of Fort Wayne, 
the next speaker, said he did not en- 
tirely concur in the opinion of his lay 
brother, who had just spoken.

Wieved that charity should begin at 
home, but not end at home. 
The 
great mass of the people is not reach- 
ed by any of the churches. 
It was 
little satisfaction to him that the 
Episcopal church is stróñg where cul- 
ttíreand wealth abound.
